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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the planes of rotation 
of the first and second rotatable members and the plane of rotation of the elastic means, 
as recited in claim 1 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No 
new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

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Claim Objections 

Claims 1 , 12,1 3 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 1 
line 10, there is a lack of antecedent basis for "the plain of said elastic means". Note 
also in claim 1 that the term "plain" is misspelled the correct spelling for this term is - 
plane--. The examiner would also suggest a change to the phrase "for mimicking 
human-like expression" to -for mimicking human expressions-, to prevent any possible 
indefiniteness with regards to the limitation "human-like". In claims 12 and 13 line 1, 
there is a lack of antecedent basis for "said elastic material". Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-13 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the objections 
mentioned above. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The specific 
limitations of "wherein said first and second rotatable means rotate in opposite 
directions and wherein said first and second rotatable means causes said elastic means 
to assume forms suggestive of human expression and, further, wherein said inflection- 
deflection pins contact said elastic means when said first and second rotatable means 
rotate in order to deform said elastic means and make said human expressions more 
realistic" are not anticipated or made obvious over the prior art of record in the 
examiner's opinion. For example 6,503,123 to Chung teaches a gear assembly for 
moving the mouth of a doll. This assembly includes disc member 77a at each side of 
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the mouth, which are connected to a gear assembly 72 and as the gear assembly 
rotates the disc members rotate to simulate a smile or sad face. Chung shows in figures 
5b-c) that the rotatable means (77a) rotate clockwise for a smile and counterclockwise 
for a sad expression. There is no teaching in the reference that the first and second 
rotatable means rotate in opposite directions to assume the facial expressions, as 
recited in claim 1.
